The reference disclosed herein, JP H4- 155200A, dated May 28, 1 992, merely discloses a cooled explosive tube very similar to those 
disclosed in US 2,840,365 issued June 24, 1 958 and in LU 41977 published August 30, 1 962, each of which are already of record in this 
case and each of which is discussed extensively in the application disclosure. Indeed, if one compares Figures 2 and 3 of JP H4-1 55200A 
with the drawings of US 2,840,365 and LU 41977, it is apparent that JP H4-1 55200A is little more than an attempt to improve on these 
earlier cooling tubes. JP H4- 1 55200A, similarly to US 2,840,365 and LU 41 977, is a fixed-position, non-mobile cooling tube that is "set 
at a predetermined place." It does not disclose or suggest or motivate applicant's claimed invention for many of the same reasons set 
forth in applicant's disclosure vis-a-vis US 2,840,365 and LU 41977. 

Applicant therefore looks forward to receiving confirmation of the consideration of this reference by examiner Lu, and to the issuance of 
a patent over this reference soon thereafter.
